Opportunities Abound on 
DEL-MAR-VA Peninsula 


By DR. T. B. SYMONS 
Director, University of Maryland Extension Service. 


There was a reason for the early settlers locating on the Del-Mar-Va peninsula. 
That section afforded wonderful advantages under conditions existing at that time 


and it affords unusual possibilities under the economic conditions of today. 


The 


basic factors for a sound system of agriculture are present in exceptional degree 
and it has been possible to successfully make the adjustments to meet the vastly 
changed conditions between pioneer days and the present times. That has been a 
severe test for many sections of the country. 


From my knowl- 
edge of the peninsuia 
over a period of many 
years I am familiar > 
with successful pro- 4 
duction in practically 
all phases of agricul- 
ture, although there 
are particular sections 
that have developed 
naturally along special 
lines, such as truck 
crops, including small 
fruits, strawberries, pr. 
tree fruits, and with 
livestock, including 2 
bet cattle. hops and Suing oars aoe 

. In compara- 
tively recent years, the dairy industry 
has made considerable growth and has 
become an important factor in the eco- 
nomic situation. 

There is no need to record nere the 
many advantages offered by conditions 
on the Del-Mar-Va peninsula, nor to 
enumerate the wide variety of products 
which may be produced in abundance 
and of as high quality as can be found 
anywhere. It may be worth while t% 
emphasize a few of the major factors, 
even to those who live in that area and 
depend upon the agriculture of the sec- 
tion, either directly or indirectly, for 
their livelihood and their standard ot 
living. 

In the first place, the fact that the 
area is so nearly surrounded by large 
bodies of water assures an equable cli- 
mate and especially long growing, seasons 
that make it suitable for raising most of 
the crops adapted to the Temperate 
Zone. This, together with a wide variety 
of soils, makes it possible to adjust the 
kinds of crops grown to changing cco- 
nomic conditions more easily and more 
successfully than can be done in sections 
of more limited range in climate and 
soils. 

A factor which has been of increasing 
importance to the agriculture of the 
Eastern Shore is its nearness to markets 
and the development of transportation 


facilities for reaching these markers.

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Forester Points to 
Little Known Facts 
About Shade Trees 


Walter W. Simonds, forester of the 
Maryland extension service, points out 
that practically all people realize it 1s 
dangerous to stand under a tree during 
an electrical storm, but few are aware 
that all trees are not equally susceptible 
to being struck by lightning. Oaks, elms, 
pines, poplars, willows and ashes, in the 
order named, are most susceptible. There 
is no record of a beech, holly, birch, or 
horse chestnut having been struck. 

It is well to remember that some trees 
cause more dirt and litter than others. 
Red maples, in addition to being short- 
lived, are susceptible to breakage during 
storms.

Within my lifetime, the point of view 

of the farmer has changed from that of 
the man who sought simply to provide 
his family with a substantial living 
from the products of his farm and the 
profitablé barter of the surplus, to that 
of the man who has constantly the point 
of view of one accustomed to reckon 
profit and loss. 

Recently, 1 found in an old account 
book, record of a farmer, who according 
to his account, paid his white hired man 
the sum of $125 a year. And he was a 
good hired man, the son of a neighboring 
farmer. He worked from sun to sun 
and was interested in his work. He was 
treated as a member 
of his employer's fam- 
ily. He was present 
at all their festivities 
and was given the use 
of the best horse and 








industrious, and thrit- 
ty, and, today, is a 
landowner and a per- 
son of high standing 
in the community. 
That was before the days of casy dis- 
tribution of farm products; before can- 
neries, grain elevators, creameries and 
packing houses had been established ; be- 
fore refrigeration had been thought of ;

dition to his worries regarding the 
weather, must compete as any business 


man.

PERILS ROADS

The state police are out to make West 
Virginia’s highways safe. 

This is the program which was 
launched after the last session of the 
Legislature increased the appropriation 
to cope with West Virginia’s growing 
accident toll, which took 409 lives in 
1934. 

On August ist, 78 new men were en- 
listed into the department after two 
months’ training. These men were im- 
mediately placed on road patrol duty, 
enabling an increase to a full-time road 
patrol of 80 men. 

Late in September these men began a 
series of traffic checks, 
stopping all cars on a 
selected main-traveled 4s 
highway to inspect 












them for law viola- 
tion. Those who pass 
the tests are given 
OK stickers, those 
who are ,flagrantly 
violating the law are 
arrested, and those 
guilty of minor vio- 
lations are ordered to 
report to any state police headquarters 
with the violation corrected within two 
days. 
Cheok Shows Accident Cause 

So far 11,700 cars have been checked 
near 19 West Virginia cities, and the 
results of these tests clearly reveal the 
cause and indicate the remedy for many 
highway accidents. 

More than ten per cent of the cars 
checked were found to have defective 
brakes; nine per cent with inadequate 
lights ; three per cent lacked a windshield 
wiper, and ane per cent had no horn. 
During the checks 93 drivers were ar- 
rested on the spot for flagrant violations 
of the license laws, or for drunken driv- 
ing. 

These checks have a powerful psycho- 
logical effect, causing many motorists to 
remedy dangerous defects. 

1400 Accidents Investigated 

The state police road patrol investi- 
gated over 1400 motor vehicle accidents, 
in which 203 persons were killed, 1400 
injured and nearly $200,000 property 
damage suflered. 

Most of these accidents were in rural 
districts. Cities for the most part have 
to cope only with a large aumber of 
minor accidents, but a main highway in 
the open country or through smaller 
towns is a lane of potential death, over 
which speed entirely too many drunken, 
reckless and careless drivers. 

A study of these accident reports, sub- 
mitted by state policemen who visited 
the scene of the accident and made a 
thorough investigation of the facts, re- 
veals that law violation is the major 
cause of accidents. It is surprising how 
many persons are arrested after accidents 
for drunken driving. 

Weather Net to Blame 

Rarely can the blame for an accident 
be placed on weather, condition of the 
highway or other natural cause. One

Add To Facilities 


Further evidence

Prices Above 1910-14 


During October, November and carly 
December, several weeks of dry weather 
spurred shipments of cattle and good 
prices generally prevailed. The Virginia

$6.30, as compared with a $5.21 aver- 
age for the 1910-1914 period. On the 
same date hogs were $10 as compared

The Farmers Livestock Market in

Careful Preparation Paid 


Success of these sales, according to 
Mr. Creech, was due in a large meas- 


322 heifers, The steers brought 
$15,159.25, an average of $39.27 each. 
‘The heifers brought $10,036.25, aver- 
aging $31.17. 


These West Virginia sales were all 


supervised by the Extension Service in 
cooperation with the State Department 
of Agriculture and the local county farm 
bureaus represented by the county ag- 
ricultural agents. This was the fifth 
year since the sales were started. Each 
year has seen a substantial increase in 
the number of cattlemen participating. 
Late in November, managers of county 
cooperative marketing associations from 
26 major livestock producing counties of 
West Virginia, met at Clarksburg for

Farm Bureau Defends 


AAA Processing ‘Tax 


Early in December, oral argument 
was heard by the United States Supreme 
Court in the famous Hoosac Mills case 
testing the constitutionality of the pro- 
cessing tax feature of the AAA, 

A 116-page written brief was filed 
by the Hoosac Corporation attacking 
the process tax features of the act. 

“Taxation without representation,” 
“insidious effort," congress has abdi- 
cated," and “bureaucrats,” were among, 
the phrases denouncing the AAA, in 
the document filed by the company 

‘The Corporation briet asserted the 
amendments were a “fraud, in essence, 
upon the powers declared to congress 
by the people”. 

The filing ot this brief was followed 
by a “friend ot the court” briet filed 
by the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion detending the processing taxes and 
holding them comparable to protective 
tarifis for industry. 

Farm Bureau lawyers maintained 
that the taxes are intended to provide 
for the general welfare, and asserted 
that the determinat:on of congress as 
to what constitutes the general welfare 
“is one for which courts will rarely, if 
ever, substitute their own judgment.”

Southeastern states generally rank high in the campaign for the eradication 
of bovine tuberculosis, according to recent reports of the Bureau of Animal Industry 


of the Department of Agriculture. 


The states of North Carolina, South Carolina, Florida, Virgina, West Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee and Kentucky are all 100 per cent modified accredited area. 
Maryland is thirty-nine and one-tenth per cent accredited, and sixty-six and seven- 
tenths of the arca in Delaware is accredited. Accredited areas are practically free 
from bovine tuberculosis (less than one-half of one per cent as shown by official 


tuberculin testing.) 


On August 1, 1930, only three states in the United States had all their counties 


accredited. On May 1, 1934, there were thirteen

Trade Agreement 


Both Support and Opposition 


Throughout December, the Reciproc- 
ity Trade Agreement between the 
United States and Canada signed No- 
vember 15, 1935, was a subject of con- 
siderable controversy among farm lead- 
ers and others interested in agriculture. 

Immediately on the heels of the sign 
ing of the pact, National Grange dele 
gates at the 6gth Annual Convention of 
that organization in Sacramento, Cali 
fornia, went on record opposing the 
treaty as “certain to prove injurious to 
the growers of many American farm 
products.” 

Henry A. Wallace, Secretary of 
Agriculture, in a press 
statement fele that 
the agreement would 
benefit the “whole of 
agriculture." 

Citrus growers in 
Florida anticipated 
an increased Canadian 
market to result from 
the treaty and felt 
that it balanced Flor 
ida losses trom the

1934. And this comparison was rough- 
ly true tor the first ten months of 1935. 

Early in 1935 quiet efforts were 
started in the Department of State to 
persuade Japanese exporters to volun- 
tanly limit their shipments to this 
country. 

During the first ten months of 1935 
the net gain in importations of cot- 
ton doth from all countries was actually 
less than the increase in Japanese im- 
ports. This indicates that the Japanese 
gains have been made at the expense of 
other foreign supplies. 

American cotton growers are particu- 
larly concerned with this situation since 
government figures show that Japanese 
consumption of American cotton fell off 
100,000 bales last. year. Japan is turn- 
ing to India as a source of cotton. Total 
cotton consumption in Japan increased 
sharply last year, in spite of the large 
decrease in purchases of American cot- 
ton.

George N. Feek, Special Advisor tu 
President Roosevelt on foreagn trade 
and president of two federal Export 
Import Banks, resigned his tederal po: 
sitions on December 2nd. 

Peek was known to be in sharp dis 
agreement with the Secretary of State 
Hull’s foreign trade policies and espe 
cially the Canadian trade pact 

Under the agricultural concessions in 
the Canadian agreement, Canada re 
duces the duties applicable to the United 
States on a large number of fruits and 
vegetables, livestock products, poultry 
and eggs. The principal concessions 
made by the United States are in the 
torm of duty reduction on cattle, cream 
and certified seed potatoes. In each of 
these cases, the duty reduction applied 
only to a special quantity of imports. 
Other Canadian agriculture products 
upon which duties were reduced includ 
ed cheese, live and dressed poultry 
horses, grass and other forage crop 
seeds, maple sugar ,turnips, hay and cer 
tain fruits. 

In a release for publication, the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture states “a large part of the decline 
in our agricultural exports to Canada 
from $50,000,000 to $15,000,000 in the 
past five years should be recovered in 
consequence of the Canadian trade

Opportunities Abound on Del-Mar-Va Peninsula

With the growth of metropolitan areas, 
the need for the products which can be 
grown so successfully on the peninsula 
has increased constantly until it can be 
said truly that this territory lics within 
200 miles of fifteen million people. Per- 
haps the case with which agriculture may 
be pursued on the Eastern Shore, and 
the comparative ease with which a living 
may be derived from the waters that 
bathe its shores may be a reason why 
there has not been even more intensive 
development of the economic possibilities 
of the land. Producers who are adapt- 
ing their cultural practices to market 
demands, both as to the crops produced 
and especially with respect to high qual 
ity, are being well rewarded in returns 
for their efforts in that direction. 


For a number of years | have empha- 
sized repeatedly the desirability of farm- 
ers in Maryland, and other states with 
similar location, devoting their efforts 
principally to production of products for 
human consumption. The réason tor 
following that policy seems evident, in 
view of the millions of human beings 
in such close proximity who must be fed. 
The economic conditions exisung on the 
Del-Mar-Va_ peninsula are especially 
adapted to following such a policy and 
at the same time offer greater promise 
in that line than most any section with 
which I am familiar. 

The vast majority of products market- 
ed from this area go directly into human 
consumption, or at least with a minimum 
of processing. It leads the State and area 
in both Irish and sweet potatoes, and in 
strawberry culture, watermelons, and 
particularly in canning crops. It has 
been for years a renowned canning cer 
ter and canning crops furnish a source 
of cash return that is not always fully 
appreciated in considering the agricul 
tural production of the area. It is only 
in comparatively recent years that sy» 
tematic and determined efforts have been 
made to improve the quality of canned 
products in this section and the results 
of such efforts have proved of distinct 
value. 

Among the developments of compa:- 
atively recent years is the growth of the 


latter activity is 

flocks of turkeys. At pres- 
ent, it is not uncommon to find flocks of 
two thousand or more birds on a farm 
and the returns from their production 
have been an important factor during 
the last few years of economic stress. 
Both the dairy and poultry industries 
have provided regular and dependable 
cash income during periods when con: 
ditions with respect to some of the other 
products were less favorable. 


There is need for more intensive an 
alysis of the Eastern Shore area, with 
a view to determining more definitely 
than has yet been done the particular 
crops and products to which the several 
sections are especially adapted. There 
is need also for better organization of 
growers for marketing their products, 
and particularly along the line of im- 
proving quality and adaption to the de- 
mands. It has often been said that if 
the Del-Mar-Va area were situated im 
California, or some other far away sec- 
tion which presents even fifty per cent 
of its possibilities, we would be surprised 
at the use that would be made of it. 
Possibly its nearness to markets has per- 
mitted independent operation and has 
been somewhat of a drawback to more 
cficent organization for marketing pur 
poses. 

A development of comparatively re 
cent years is of considerable significance 
in the economic and social life of the 
area. Certainly, it is evidence of the 
desirable conditions found there. I refer 
to the large number of so-called wealthy 
persons, seeking to locate in a desirable 
section on water-front farms and to en 
gage in agriculture of their particular 
taste, who have selected this area. These 
are an asset generally to the area, but 
natui do not integrate into a pro- 
ductidn program for any given section. 
In some cases they serve to demonstrate 
the possibilities of the section in which 
they locate along the specific lines of 
agriculture in which they engage. The

4-H Girls Keep House 


By MRS. JOHN LAND 


‘This is the second year twenty former 
4-H Club girls have done cooperative 
housekecping at Shelby House, Univer 
sity of Kentucky, Lexington. In this way 
a college course is within the reach ot x 
number who could not otherwise mect 
the expenses. The idea was so success- 
ful the first year that there was a wait- 
ing list this year. 

The girls do all the work, dividing 
the tasks into eight divisions and the 
girls inte teams so as to avoid monotony 
and broaden the training in home-mak- 
ing. Credit is given at current prices 
for any supplies that may be brought 
from home. The total cost per girl the 
first year ot the experiment was $152, 
the food averaging twenty-five cents per 
day per girl. 

Shelby House was named for the first 


governor of Kentucky, having been built 
for his daughter as a present from him. 


It has been modernized by up-to-date 


electrical equipment so the girls have the 
benefit of time- and labor-savers. 

‘The ages of the girls occupying the 
house run from 16 to 20. 

Miss Anita Burnam, Field Agent in 
Club Work, and a house mother have 
supervision of the project. Among th- 
girls occupying the house are 2 national 
champion in canning judging, state and 
county champions in canmng. sewing 
cooking, and livestock projects 

These girls are courageous and am- 
bitious enough to undertake cooperativ« 
housekeeping in order to attend college. 
They do all the housekeeping and use 
many of their home products at current 
prices. Food costs during the first yeas 
ot the undertaking averaged twenty-five 
cents per day per person. 


Farm Women Meet

men of the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration in Chicago, December 6 and 7.

Departing trom the custom of previous 
years, when the cream of the state's 
grain, potato, and apple crops were on 
display, Farm and Home Week will be 
held this year without the larger compe 
titions known as the annual State Corn 
and Girain Show and the State Horticul 
ture show, officials in charge of the pro- 
gram state 

‘Vhe usual 4-H Ham and Bacon Show 
and the Egg and Poultry Show will be 
continued. as will also the poultry, crops 
and livestock judging contests, and va 
rious educational displays, features that 
have been popular with farmers for a 
number of years. 


Herds In Virginia 


Show Improvement 


General improvement in dairy herds 
was manifest dunng the latter half of 
135 in both Virginia and West Vir 
gina 

In the bate tall, high production bred 
bulls from outstanding herds in East 
Virginia and Maryland were added to 
the herds on the farins in Washington, 
Tazewell, Russell and other southwest 
Virgima counties. 

In West Virginia, owners of au dairy 
herds were presented with certificates 
provided by the National Dairy Assoc: 
ation in recognition of an average but 
terfat production per cow during the past 
year of jeu pounds of more 

Herd Averaged 406 Pounds 

The high herd consisted of 49 Hol 
stein and Ayrshire cows owned by the 
Island Creck Coal Company of Holden, 
Logan County, This herd averaged 406 
pounds of butterfat per cow 

In Virginia, the first state Guernsey 
sale was held in Richmond with buyers 
trom half a dozen states im attendance. 
Sixty head were sold, They brought an 
average of $219.30. 

The Harrison County (W. Va.) 
Herd Improvement Association 
reports the average production of 258 
cows owned by 12 members for the full 
year was 7,328 pounds of milk and 322 
pounds of fat which sold for $204, and 
was produced at a feed cost of $82, ac- 
cording to the annual report of William 
Colvin, tester of the association. 

$1 Produced §2.28 

Each dollar's worth of feed produced 
$2.26 worth of milk. It required $1.15 
worth of feed to produce 100 pounds of 
milk, or 24 cents worth of feed to pro- 
duce a pound of fat.

Looking over the sportsmen’s calendar. 
1 am dismayed to note that the hunting 
season went out with the old year in 
about halt of the southern states. Never= 
theles small upland game shooting i 
still legal in the neighboring states of 
Virginia, North and South Carolina and 
‘Tennessee. 

The decrease in feathered game the 
past few years has reached alarming pro 
portions. The annual duck kill has been 
falling off at the rate of about two mil 
lion ducks per season, which is not at 
tributed to lack of activity on the part 
ot sportsmen. The ducks simply haven't 
been there to kill. 

Expect Increase 

Severe droughts, ever increasing drain. 
age projects, and more persistent hunting 
have contributed to bring this situation 
about. However, now that the Federal 
government has regulated wildfows 
shooting to a jo-day season, put the ban 
on automatics and pump guns holding 
over three shells and the use of live de- 
coys, and closed the season entirely on 
some species, we may expect a gradual 
increase in wildiowl tribes. 

Rabbits, squirrels, quail, doves, grouse 
and turkey may be bunted this month, in 
accordance with local laws in the states 
above mentioned. Be sure to familiarize 
yourself with the laws before going 
afield.

In addition to the exterior appearance 
the plan arrangement has much to rec- 
ommend it.

Alert West Virginia farmers are giv- 
ing a new meaning to the old adage, 
“to make two blades of grass grow where 
one used to grow.” objective now 
is to make both blades Grade No. 1, 
or in the case of another product, to 
bring it to the highest standard to which 
it is suited. This is in response to a 
growing necessity for mecting competi- 
tion on world markets. 

Fruit growers of West Virginia 
learned through experience that best re- 
sults are obtained through the marketing 
ot strictly graded fruit, according to 
United States standards.

Virginia apples are saleable on any mar- 
ket and usually at top prices. The State 
Department of Agriculture cooperates 
with federal officials in this grading 
program. 

Educational work being carried on by 
the College of Agriculture, the extension 
division of the college, and vocational 
agriculture classes, is furnishing a foun- 
dation for a bigger and more compre- 
hensive marketing program in every di- 
vision in the state. There is no yard- 
stick to measure such services in dollars 
and cents. 

For example, the college and Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have just completed 
meeting the requests of sheep producers 
of West Virginia by placing more than 
300 purebred rams in the more impor- 
tant sheep raising counties of the state. 
This activity will be continued this year. 
But farmers are not satisfied with bet- 
ter breeding foundatipn stock alone, and 
requested the services of the Department 
of Agriculture, the college cooperating 
in the grading of lambs. This program 
was so successful this year that no doubt 
it will remain a permanent part of the 
state marketing program. 

Those in whose hands rests the re- 
sponsibility for shaping the programs of 
the agricultural services of the state are 
required to consider the farm picture as 
a whole, from the earliest to the closing 
phases. It is the prime purpose of the 
Department of Agriculture, in market- 
ing, to help the producer find the best 
possible market.

Gullies - The Acre Thief - 


How to 


OINTING out that various meth- 

ods are required in the control ot 

the different types of gullies, offi- 
cials of the Soil Conservation Service in 
the southern states have issued these 
recommendations> 

For the small shallow type of gulley: 
This is a form of sheet erosion 
can be controlled very simply. Work 
the ground thoroughly either by a plough 
or disk. Seed to lespedeza in the early 
spring and then mulch lightly with 
broom sedge. hay, leaf litter or some 
such material. Strips of sod may be 
used in shallow gullies. 

Gullies from two to eight feet in 
depth: Build small brush check dams at 
intervals in the channels of such big gul- 
lies. This slows up the water and re 
sults in soil particles being lodged in the 
brush, tending to form a solid bank of 
soil behind cach brush dam. In carly 
spring seed the area to lespedeza and 
later on plant to trees. Plant yellow 
poplar or catalpa in the richer soil be- 
hind the brush dams, and black locust 
and short or loblolly pine on the sides 


Control Them 


and top. 

The reason for seeding the area and 
planting it to trees is to -get 2 ground 
cover established, since this will help hola 
the soil from washing away. ‘The area 
is covered with a light mulch as in the 
other case. This tends to protect the 
seeding and secdlings from severe cli- 
matic changes which may be detrimental 
to them. 

Gullies from ten to thirty feet in 
depth: Use treatment similar to the one 
above, although it may be advisable to 
use dynamite in some cases in sloping 
and it may be necessary to build log or 
rock dams in place of the brush dams. 
Vines such as kudzu and honeysuckle 
may be used on the steep vertical banks. 
Vines should not be used on areas with 
trees for eventually the vines will kill 
the trees. 

Gallies thirty te forty feet: Such 
badly eroded land can never be returned 
to cultivation. The best thing to do is 
to get 2 permanent growth of timber on 
such land.

Virginia Dairymen’s Association 
Reports On Progress of Industry 


HE agth annual convention of the 

Virginia State Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion held at the John Marshall Hoel, 
Richmond, Va., Thursday and Friday, 
January 23-24, 1936, was largely at- 
tended, evidencing the interest gf the 
dairymen in the problems of the day in 
their businsss. 

Reports by President Dan M. Chi- 
chester and Secretary-Treasurer R. G. 
Connelly touched on the work of the as- 
sociation the past year, and showed pro- 
gress in the various activities. The 
highlights of the reports follow . 

Dairy Council Promotion 

In view of the great under consump. 
tion of fluid milk in Virginia less than 
0.4 pint per capita per day), in view of 
the fact that medical authorities recom- 
mend at least one quart of milk for 
growing children and one pint for 
adults, as the basis of a sound healthy 
diet and since milk and milk products 
surplusses are recurrent in the state, the 
Board of Directors of the Virginia 
Dairymen's Association and the Board of 
Directors of the Virginia Dairy Prod- 
ucts Assocation formed a joint commit- 
tee to sponsor and promote a State 
Dairy Council as a plan for health edu- 
cation built on proper diet, and proper 
health practices. 

As a result of meetings, of the joint 
committee (Claud Parcell, Fredericks- 
burg; A F. Howard, Charlottesville: 
Frank Rennie, Jr., Richmond; C. Nel- 
son Beck, Charlottesville; M. D. 
Rhodes, Broadway; J. V. Nichols, Pur- 
cellville) in Charlottesville and Ola 
Point Comfort an appropriation was 
made for purchasing suitable health 
educational material from the National 
Dairy Council of Chicago. This health 
educational material is now being used 
in several Virginia schools. Several 
local boards of health have also seen fit 
to use some of the dairy council ma- 
terial interest of better milk supplies and 
greater milk consumption by Virginia 
citizens. 

Dairy farmers and dairy operators 
have been contacted in ight civic areas 
in Virginia by representatives of the Vir- 
ginia by representatives of the Virginia 
State Dairymen’s Association in 1935 to 
determine sentiment with regard to 
health educational work through the 
medium of a Virginia State Dairy 
Council. 

Bangs Disease Eradication 

The annual loss to Virginia dairymen 
because of contagious Bang’s abortion 
disease is an economic tax which has 


become unbearable on some farms. Herd 
values and i income from milk Production 


increased cost in producing milk and 
since about 25 per cent of Virginia an- 
nual agricultural income is from the 
dairy cow, it is in the common interest 
of the Commonwealth that Bang’s di- 
sease be eradicated. 

The Virginia State Dairymen's Asso- 
ciation in cooperation with the Virginia 
Division of Animal Industry has pro- 
moted a state wide program of Bang’s 
disease eradication with excellent results. 

Stabilized and Cooperative Marketing 

In the interest of a dependable milk 
supply and fair prices to the consumer, 
the producer and the distributor, the 
Virginia Dairymen's 
Association has en- 
couraged and pro- 
moted cooperative 
marketing and mar- 
ket stabilization as

ROBABLY few if any problems 

pertaining to farming have receiv- 

ed more universal or intensive 
study in the past years than that of the 
tse of electricity. 

The interest in rural electrification is 
not confined to the United States alone. 
It is world-wide. The questions natur- 
ally arise: what is this problem of rural 
electrification, and what is the occasion 
for such widespread interest at this 
time? ‘The problem is 
primarily an economic 
one, although it has so- 
ciological phases of impor- 
tance. In general, it con- 
sists in the finding of a 
way to provide clectnc 
service for the farm un- 
der conditions which will 
make its use profitable as 
well as pleasurable to the 
farmer and be sufficiently 
remunerative to the power 
company to warrant its 
service and — investment 
costs. ‘There are a nuny 
ber of reasons why this 
problem is attracting spe~ 
cial attention at this time. 

The American farmer 
is not a peasant. His 
standards of living are 
relatively high. His wants 
are becoming much like 
those of other persons in 
other occupations. In the 
past decade with the auto: 
mobile at his command, 
he has seen more of city 
life, and. has. commenced 
to demand those things which make city 
life attractive including electricity. Per- 
haps the question might more logically 
be why should the tarmer be the only 
one not using electricity?

Not everyone knows that the lowly 
opossum is the only American marsupial, 
which carries its young in a pouch, but 
it is a certainty that every country boy 
and farmer has at one time or another 
hunted this little fur bearer with dogs 
at night. 


The opossum is the most typical 
Southern fur bearer, its name invariably 
associated with hound dogs, darkies and 
yams, It is omnivorous, nocturnal and 
exceptionally prolific, having as many as 
three litters of five to fifteen young a 
year. Naturalists recognize three vane- 
ties, named ,according to habitat, Vir- 
ginia, Florida and Texas. 


When I was a boy on a Tennessee 
tarm, our best mght hunting “varmint” 
dog was a muxture of shepherd and 
bloodhound. He had the trailing abili- 
ties of the hound, and would fight his 
weight in wildcats. Many moonlight

During my night hunting days, we 
recognized two varieties, the regular size 
weighing up to cight or ten pounds,

The opos 
sum is especially fond of persimmons and 
wild grapes, and hunters usually look tor 
them where these wild fruits abound. 

A fat opossum, properly dressed and 
baked, flanked by sweet potatoes, is quite 
delicious. In normal seasons ‘possuin 
hides afford tarm folk with spending 
money. The fur is prime during the 
months of November to February, in- 
clusive.

ONE - MAN farm over in the 
historic Valley of Virginia, which 
markets four profitable cash crops 
Per annum, is a particularly good illus- 
tration of the worthwhileness of head- 
work farming; that is your writer's alibi 
for offering what follows about this 
practical project. 

B. C. Sangor of Rockingham County 
farms according to the theory that it is 
wisdom to substitute wit - power for 
brawn and long hours wherever possible 
in winning a livelihood from the soil and 
its products. Just another of those stories 
which prove that mind often succeeds 
where anuscle alone frequently fails. 

This aman Sangor owns and operates 
2 1400-bird flock, a 17-acre bearing or- 
chard, a 4-cow dairy, in addition to 
growing some 30 acres of corn, wheat, 
soybeans, and vetch. _Which-sounds like 
@ §2-weeks-in-the-year task, and is exact- 
ly that. Especially, as his is a one-man 
establishment where extra help is hired 
only during the haying and apple-picking 
periods. Here, in brief, is how this pro- 
ducer, who specializes in foresight instead 
of subsequent regrets, turns the trick. 

Let's first ot all consider the physical 
equipment and improvements. Buildings 
and their upkeep are fixed costs which 
frequently run the overhead to such di- 
mensions that it eventually “‘paralyzes” 
both the farm and tagner. This par- 
ticular Virginian, handy with tools, keeps 
bis expenses down ip putting new build- 
ings up, repairing the old ones, by doing 
the carpenter and concrete work himself. 
His tour usetul poultry buildings are ex- 
amples ot his caretul and intelligent 
workmanship, Certain teatures of ther 
design are umque, planned painstakingly 
to accord with the labor possibilities of 
such a small farm. 


Easy To Clean 

One poultry laying house has double 
doors at each end, in simulation of 2 
central driveway dairy barn. That ar 
rangement enables the owner to drive 
his manure spreader into the chicken 
house when time tor another clean-up 
rolls around. This practical shortcut 
speeds the job and minimizes handwork. 
When Sangor built his apple grading 
houses, a structure 20 by 60 feet in floor 
dimension, he schemed out something 
quite different in buildings of that type 
by adding a second 
story, a sort of “sky 
bungalow” for hens 
and pullers where 
the “biddies" abide 
in peace and con- 
tentment during 
their lives, with 
never even a single 
jaunt to the soil be- 
low. This dual-pur- 
pose building, which 
he built himself, cost 
Sangor $500 and in 
a few years it paid

for itself. He places the chicks in this 
permanent home fresh from the hatchery 
and removes the culled hens only when 
they have outlived their usefulness.

management. “This is not intended to 
infer that the teeding of home - grown 
products is undesirable. But practical 
knowledge must be used in the prepara- 
tion of rations so that the best results 
will obtain. 


When his apple orchard was 13 years 
old, Sangor picked and packed a 1500- 
barrel crop ot York Imperial, Gano, 
and Delicious apples which he marketed 
through the American Fruit Growers 
Association at a net profit of $1 a barrel. 
That was a good year; the next season 
yielded a total loss due to cold weather 
during the bud stage. The test of time, 
however, has proved the trees only sec 
ond to the hens as efficient and econom- 
ical producers of profitable food prod 


ucts. 


A six per cent return on his invest

PRODUCTION COs1 





Farmers are keenly seeking to reduce 
their production costs according to H. S. 
McCrory, Chiet, U. S. Bureau of Agr 
cultural Engineering. They are making 
constantly greater use of the Bureau's 
research work in irngation, drainage 
farm machinery and farm structures, ac- 
cording to the head government agncul 
tural engineer. 


In telling of the work of his bureau, 
Mr. McCrory reports on cotton mach- 
inery studies on sandy loam, which show 
that too much cultivation proves harm. 
tul to the growth of plants. Seed beds 
giving best results had a cloddy struc 
ture at planting time, which is best ob- 
tained by throwing up loose dods 60 
days before and letting them weather 

‘The bureau's engineers at the cotton- 
ginning laboratory have been secking 
ways to increase the rate of ginning 
without sacrificing lint quality. Expe- 
niments indicate that changes in design 
of saw-teeth ana in spaang of gin saws 
will accomplish his purpose. 

In an effort to reduce production costs 
by balancing crops, livestok, faim ma- 
chinery and farm buildings in the farm. 
ing program, the bureau has made sur 
veys for a number of years on 108 farms 


in seven states including North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Virginia. When 
sufficient facts have been collected and 
correlated the engineers hope they can 
show how farms can be arranged and 
operated to decrease production costs.

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Summer Thoughts for 
February Days 


ITH Saint Valentine's Day upon us and Washington's Birthday hard by, 
W it is time that we gave thought to next summer's flower garden and our 
yard beautification program. 

To those lucky ones who have already established an outdoor living room, there 
is the joy of planning its further development. While the rest of us can give serious 
thought to the possibilities of creating in a private nook of our yard a beauty spot 
where the family can spend its leisure hours. 

Indeed the outdoor living room has become an essential to the happy farm home. 
In planning such a room, privacy is the first essential. It should be screened by 
plants and trees and set off by shrubbery and flowers. Most of our colleges of 
agriculture have worked out specific plans for outdoor living rooms, that may be 
obtained by writing directly to the colleges. 

Starting The Window Box 

In planning our flower beds, it is generally agreed that it is most satisfactory 
to start both the annuals and perennials in window boxes. After the seed are 
planted in the box, a cloth laid directly on the soil and kept moist will keep the top 
soil from becoming too dry, will hasten germination and increase the number of 
seed that grow. 

One reader of The State Farmer Section said that if she only had a few cents 
to spend on her flower garden, she would buy five small packets of seed—phlox, 
cosmos, zinnia, petunia and larkspur. All of these would re-seed themselves but 
the zinnia. 

Use Gaurds For Decoration 

Recently the decorative value of the humble gourd has been recognized. Of 
the more than 200 varieties, most decorative are the pear, orange, nest-egg, bottle- 
neck, calabash or pipe, Turk’s turban and dipper. (Gourds require the same culture 
as cucumbers. They should be watered until they start to mike a good vine. 

Within the last year or two, several seed houses, in cooperation with manutac 
turers of mulch paper, have placed on the market “planned flower beds.” These 
censist of a strip of mulch paper in which holes have been cut and several packages 
of seed. Each hole is numbered to correspond with a packet of seed. The paper 
is placed over the prepared bed, the seed are planted in accordance with instructions 
through the holes in the paper. The paper prevents the growth of weeds. It con 
serves moisture, too.

Knead lightly 
a few minutes to obtain a smooth sar 
face. Place the dough in a well greased 
bowl, brush with melted fat and cover 
with a cloth. Set the bowl in a warm 
place and allow to rise until the dough 
has doubled in bulk. Shape the rolls 
and place on a greased pan.

Eastern Shore 


Growers Find 





New Berries Profitable 





By W. Lee Atten 


HE 1935 strawberry crop was one 

af the most profitable Eastern Shore 
growers have had for several years. 
Various factors contributed to this re- 
sult. There is little question but that the 
drought ot 1934 reduced the total acre- 
age in some of the middle western states 
and that higher market prices resulted. 
Weather conditions for producing a good 
crop on the Eastern Shore wore very 
tavorable. Furthermore, many growers 
have made use of new and better varie- 
ties and received better prices because of 
having better berries. 


Many ot the imiddle western states 
were adversely affected by the 1934 
drought. Probably the berry crops ot 
Kentucky, ‘lennessee and Missouri are 
the ones which had the most influence on 
markets for Eastern Shore berries. The 
limuted acreage and the decreased pro- 
duction in thow states resulted in tar 
less mid-western berries being shipped to 
the eastern markets than usual. 


Where strawbernes are grown on 
reasonably good land and are well fer- 
tilized, the main limiting tactor in pro- 
duction 1s morsture. The truiting sea 
son in 1935, starting with the period 
when strawbernes were in bloom, was 
one of the most tavorable in years trom 
the standpoint of moisture. Frequent 
showers throughout the period when the 
plants were in bloom and the truit was 
developing made possible a large average 
size and total production per acre. 





At times there seemed to be even too 
much rainfall which 1s likely to make 
the berries rot, especially where plants 
in the truiting row are overcrowded. It 
also makes the berries gritty and de 
tracts from their appearance and value. 
The practices of keeping plants thinned 
to prevent excessive rotting and of mul 
ching to reduce the percentage of dirty 
berries after a shower are recommended. 
They will be helptul in wet seasons and 
in dry seasons they will aid in conserv- 
ing morsture. 

A discussion of varieties always brings 
out plenty of argument and personal 
opinion. Prior to 1915 perhaps 80% 
or more of the early strawberries grown 
on, the Eastern Shore were Missionary 
and Klondyke 
with the excep- 
tion of a few 
Horsey and Hef- 
flinproduced 
in the two Vir- 
ginia counties. 

wes in- 
troduced in 1915. 
On account of its 
great_productive- 
ness Premier rap- 
idly gained favor 
with the Eastern

Shore growers, displacing a large per- 
centage of the Klondyke and Missionary. 
After a few years Premier became very 
unpopular with those who shipped in re- 
frigerator cars. Where shipments were 
made by truck Premier was not discount- 
ed so heavily. As Premier came to be 
planted in large acreages the great pro- 
ductiveness of the plants resulted in a tre- 
mendous quantity of these berries going 
on the market in a short time. The poor 
prices for Premier berries resulted from 
such heavy shipments of mediocre ber- 
ries have a lot to do with the ready 
acceptance which some of the new va- 
rieties have had among Eastern Shore 
growers. 

The first and most popular of these 
new carly berries was the Blakemore. 
Probably it is safe to say that no variety 
ever took hold taster than Blakemore has 
on the Eastern Shore, largely on account 
of its vigor of plant growth, productive- 
ness and especially the light color and 
firmness ot the berries. It is unfortu- 
nate that much of the early stock of 
Blakemore on the Peninsula came from 
stock which was slightly to badly in- 
tested with bud nematode or crimps 
which is a very serious problem in some 
of the southern states, “There are stocks 
ot this variety which have not been ex- 
posed to this disease and many of the 
larger growers are securing their new 
plants from these sources. 


Another fault of Blakemore is Yel- 
Jows. In all Blakemore fields areas are 
found where the leaves turn quite yel- 
low. In some cases it is serious enough 
to reduce the crop. Scientists have not 
yet decided whether or not this trouble 
will eventually destroy the usefulness of 
this fine variety 

Bellmar is another variety with the 
same parentage as Blakemore, but is even 
darker than Premier in color. Bellmar, 
although a fine variety, has not taken 
hold much in Eastern Shore berry grow- 
ing sections. 


Stull newer are Dorsett and Fairfax 
which have been grown for several years, 
but in 1935 were put on the market in 
considerable quantit.cs, These berries 
are both good shuppers, Fairfax being 
slightly more firm 
and Dorsett 
slightly less firm 
than Blakemore. 
In size also they 
are better than 
other early vari- 
ties. In quality 
Dorsett and Fair- 
fax are far supe- 
rior to any vari- 
ties yet grown in 
this section, and 
it is felt chat this 





Cull Piles Show 
Pruning is Needed 


Observation of the cull piles of several 
packing houses both in Virginia and 
Maryland, last fall, showed a great num- 
ber of culls due to limb rub and me- 
chanical bruises. In some cases there 
were more culls from these causes than 
from insects. 

This would indicate that growers 
should give attention to removal of small 
twigs and branches throughout the tree 
in order to eliminate the causes of rubbed 
and battered fruit. 

It is always a sate rule in thinking of 
pruning requirements to look over the 
trees with the last harvest season in 
mind, particularly the number of culls 
and off-grade fruits. 

By reducing the amount of small and 
poorly colored fruit, proper pruning will 
make money for the grower. It will also 
open the trees to better sunlight and to 
better spray. coverage. 

A good yuide in making pruning a 
profitable operation is: (1) Cut out as 
little of the strong, fruiting wood as pos- 
sible. (2) Remove the weak wood. (3) 
Cut under instead of on top. 

As trees are pruned this winter, grow 
ers will do well to be on the look-out 
tor red mite. Several serious outbreaks 
of this insect last summer did consid- 
erable damage to leaves and fruit by 
causing poor color and early fruit drop- 
ping. They weakened buds for next 
year 

Miscible oil spray applied in the 
spring will control this insect, but the 
entomologists warn that the oil spray 
must not be applied too early or it will 
not give proper results, as the eggs have 
hard shells until near hatching time.

good points will make Dorsett and Fair- 
fax rival Blakemore in total acreage as 
they become better known. 

John Hicks, a grower in Somerset 
County, Md., reported a yield of 8,000 
quarts per acre of Dorsett, in fact from 
just 5,000 plants set. Many other fine 
yields were obtained from both Dorsett 
and Fairfax. Equally important is the 
selling price. Government reports show 
out the season from this section until 
some of the later berries began to come 
in. 

Among the late varieties there has 
been no such rapid change in popular 
favor. Big Joe for midseason and Ches- 
apeake, Lupton and Gandy for late have 
been favorites for a long time. Only 
one variety now on the horizon seems 
capable of displacing these to any extent. 
That variety is Catskill. 

Of the new varieties mentioned, Blake- 
more, Bellmar, Dorsett and Fairfax are 
introductions of the U. S. Department 


of Agriculture. Catskill was introduced 
by the New York Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. 





Cover Crop Vital 
For Water Supply 


The relation of cover crops to water 
conservation in orchards is emphasized 
in @ report made by T. B. Hutcheson 
of the Virginia Agricultural Experiment 
Station. He points out that mote than 
400 pounds of water must pass through 
the leaves of plants in order that one 
pound of dry matter may be produced. 

“When one considers,” Mr. Hutche- 
son says, “the enormous yield of dry 
material in leaves, new growth and fruit, 
and further considers the fact that the 
unpreventable loss of water by run-off 
and percolation amounts to at least fifty 
per cent of the total rainfall it is easy 
to grasp the fact that on the average the 
amount of water falling on orchards 
during the growing season is insuffient 
to produce large yields of fruit.” 

The solution to the problem is to 
store water in the soil between growing 
seasons. Aside from irrigation, Mr. 
Hutcheson points to two ways to in- 
crease moisture in the orchard soil: (1) 
Prevent run-off by using cover crops and 
cultivation, and (2) increase the organic 
matter of orchard soil. (Organic mat- 
ter may hold from 200 to 300 per cent 
of its weight in water.) 

Cover crops supply organic matte: 
Legumes are preferable since, when prop- 
erly innoculated, they have the power of 
gathering from the atmosphere nitrogen 
which may later be used by the trees. 
Biennial dovers, cowpeas or soybeans, 
and annual lespedezas are the three best 
cover crops. 

Sweet clover, seeded in late winter, 
sends its roots deeper in the soil and 
gives a larger yield of organic matter 
than does red clover. However, this 
crop will not grow in acid soils and 
requires liberal applications of phos- 
phates for maximum production. 

Cowpeas and soybeans are summer 
legumes which furnish lots of organic 
matter and are well suited for young 
orchards. Seed cowpeas in June, soy- 
beans in May. Superphosphate will in- 
crease the yield. A bad aspect of these 
crops is that they require plowing of the 
land which always increases erosion. 

Annual lespedezas grow on acid soils 
and require little plant food. Seed are 
sown in March without soil preparation. 
They are sumply broadcast, 25 pounds to 
the acre, harrowed lightly.

Japanese Beetles 


L. H. Worthley, in charge of Jap- 
anese Beetle quarantine enforcement for 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
reports that Japanese beetles in large 
numbers during 1935 spread more solid- 
ly over certain areas in the eastern part 
of the United States. 

The area now subject to plant quar- 
antine regulations to keep this costiy 
pest of gardens, orchards, and fields fram 
overrunning new territory, lies in Con- 
necticut, Delaware, Maine, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Rhode Is- 
land, Vermont, Virginia, West Virginia 
and the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Worthley stated that his depart- 
ment had found light infestations in 34 
places where the pest had never been 
found before; eight in North Carolina, 
ut in Vi ia, 4 in West Virginia, 9 
in Ohio, 1 in Maryland, and 1 in Maine. 

Beetle gains were recorded at Green- 
ville, S. C., where the number of beetles 
trapped jumped from 89 compared with 
two caught last year. 

Dr. C. H. Hadley, entomologist at 
the Japanese Bectle Laboratory, Moores- 
town, New Jersey, at a meeting of the 
Federated Shade Tree Commission ex- 
pressed little hope that the Japanese 
beetle could be brought under control at 
any near future date. Dr. Hadley told 
of the new aluminum sulphate mixture 
which has been developed as a non-pois- 
onous spray for early bearing fruit trees.

In China the 1935 cotton crop is 
estimated at 2,161,000 bales of 478 
pounds each. This compares with a 
final estimate of 3,125,000 bales in 
1934. 

This estimate indicates a crop much 
below consumption requirements of the 
past two years. In 1934-35 mills in 
China consumed 2,235,000 bales. 

Stocks of cotton in Chinese mills are 
low, and with the 1935 crop estimated 
at 31 per cent less than the 1934 crop, 
China may be compelled to increase pur- 
chases of foreign cotton this year.

Rural Electrification 
Under the Rural Electrification Ad- 


* ministration in Virginia, charters are be- 


ing granted to cooperative companies that 
are formed to purchase electric current 
in bulk at lower rates from power 


companies. 

This will permit a widespread use ot 
electricity by fruit and vegetable growers 
in all sections of the state. 

Heretofore, it has been necessary for 
growers to erect their own lines and pay 
heavy charges for light and power in 
grading and packing sheds where much 
night work is done. 


Farm Credit 

Figures released by the Farm Credit 
Administration on 1935 operations indi- 
cate an optimistic outlook in farm reat 
estate. Over 6,400 farms were sold by 
the Federal Land Banks to farmers and 
other investors in the first ten months of 
last year. 

Farm real estate sales during ten 
months in 1935 amounted to $22,154,- 
000 with a recovery of 101.2 per cent of 
the carrying value, according to the 
Farm Credit Administration.

Growing Peas for a Profit 


By ROBERT W. PHILLIPS 


ITH the coming of the new year 

the farmer starts concentrating 

on crops he will plant in the 
spring and summer. Usually the pro- 
gressive farmer has planned his crops 
well in advance and knows about what 
will be planted in certain fields for three 
or four years in advance. This is par 
ticularly true when his thoughts turn 
to the growing of peas for canning pur 


Certain ‘facts are known and recog 
nized as being essential to the successful 
growing of peas. Probably the most 
ihportant of these is, that your land 
must’ be either neutral or possibly bet- 
ter, just slightly acid. Peas will not 
thrive in very acid soil. A field that 
starts to “burn” after peas have reached 
the height of about five to eight inches 
shows distinctly the effects of lack of 
lime in the soil. 

Lime can not be applied to the soil 
only a few days or weeks before seed 
ing and produce anywhere near good 
effects. It is a fact that lime is very 
slow to act and contrary to belief, lime 
does not move in the soil to any great 
extent, except through the application of 
mechanical means. 

Lime should be applied to the soil 
in early fall for the next spring's crop. 
Lime applied in December or January 
for March sowing is not always success- 
ful. Even better than aplication in the 
early fall is the application of lime be- 
fore you plant this year's crop in order

to have your soil prepared for the fol 
lowing spring planting. 

The importance of having a properly 
prepared seed bed can not be empha- 
sized too much. After you have your 
land to the proper acidity, it is fruitless 
to apply seed unless your land is well 
worked up. 

At sowing time work thoroughly 
ahead of your drill with a disc, drag and 
scrub. Be sure your land is fevel. 

With the use of regular commercial 
tertilizer you should put it in the ground 
about one week before sowing your seed. 
If a cyanamid mixture is used you should 
allow two days for every hundred 
pounds used I would recommend not 
less than 600 pounds of either per acre. 

It this is the first year your land has 
been in peas it is well to use a double 
amount of inoculation. After the first 
year a single dose is sufficient 

As yet we have not mentioned the type 
of land best suited for the growing of 
peas. The first essential is well drained 
land. It does not have to be high, but 
it does necessarily have to be well 
drained. Cold or wet land is not suited 
for this crop. 

Peas react very favorably to stable 
manure and requires land well supplied 
with mumas. 

The best recommendation I believe is 
this: put peas in land you would con- 
sider safe for the growing of a good crop 
of early potatoes. If you choose this 
type of land I believe you will get 2 
good crop of peas, except of course pea 
land must be properly limed. 

Remember this, do not expect = 
bumper crop the first year, it very sel- 
dom happens. Your second year (in the 
same piece of land) should be better 
than the first and the third year should 
be better than either the first or second. 

If you are a gambling man, put peas 
in the same land four times. If you 
don’t want to take a chance, prepare 
another piece of land well in advance 
and start new again. I think you will 
win in the long run. 








The Use of Hotheds and Cold frames

OTBEDS and coldframes for adit 


growing plants are indispensable 

to many gardeners. They make 
possible many things for the gardener 
that otherwise he would not be able to 
have. All gardeners, however, may not 
need hotbeds or coldframes as a supple- 
mentary aid in their gardening work— 
‘The may not havey sufficient need to 
justify the extra work; they may not 
have a suitable place for construction; 
means of artificial heat may not be avail- 
able at justifiable cost; and most impor- 
tant of all, if many plants are wanted, 
a small greenhouse is much more valu. 
able tothe gardener than a large hotbed. 

Advantages of Greenhouse 


The advantages of a small greenhouse, 
say 8 by 12 feet that can be built for 
$100 or less, are so many that if the 
funds available for construction will per- 
mit, the greenhouse is to be recommend- 
ed instead of the hotbed. A few of its 
advantages are: (1) heat for forcing 
Purposes can be generated cheaper by 
coal than by the fermentation of manure, 
or by electricity; (2) all cultural condi- 
tions can be better controlled in a green- 
house than in frames; (3) the labor ex- 
penditure required on a given area is less 
in a greenhouse than in frames; (4) the 
shelter provided by the greenhouse per- 
mits work to be done whenever desired 
or needed, thus insuring better growing 
conditions; (5) greenhouses can be used 
throughout the entire year, while hot- 
beds can be used to advantage only dur- 
ing the spring, summer, and fall. 

A few of the uses for hotbeds and 
coldframes are as follows: (1) many 


VIRGINIAN TELLS 
of FUZZLESS PEACH 


A tussless peach, the equal of the 
Georgia Belle, possessing a good flavor 
and considered hardy enough for the cli- 
mate of Virginia has been developed by 
Dr. F. W. HofMann, horticulturist ot 
the Yerginia Agricultural Experiment 
Station at V. P. L, Blacksburg. 

The peach, in addition to being more 
readily and comfortably eaten “au 
natural” can be preserved whole and un- 
skinned, and Dr. HofMann believes the 
smooth-skinned variety will be of great 
value in the drying industry 

Dr. HofMann in addressing the 
thirty-first. annual convention of the 
Tennessee State Horticultural Society 
held in Cleveland, Tenn., said: 

“There is nothing so new or remark 
able about a peach without that outer 
covering which botanists dignify with the 
term pubescence,” Dr. HofMann said. 
“Onental history and literature mention 
them occasionally; but most of these 
Oriental smooth-skinned peaches are 
either too small or, in many cases, too 
tender for commercial planting in the 
United States.” 

Dr. HofMann, coming to the Vir- 
gonia Agricultural Experiment Station in 
#926, made crosses of several of the 
standard American peaches, such as El- 
berta and Georgia Belle, with some of 
the hardier, smooth-skinned varieties of 
Chinese origin. Further developments 
of these rosses have been made at 
Blacksburg. 

First generations of such crosses are 
invariably fuzzy, but in some instances 
the pubescence is not so heavy as that 
of the fuzzy parents; and the size is 
about the average of the sizes of the 
two parents. 

The second generation, if developed 
in a number of different combinations, 
has resulted in a progeny which Dr. 
HofMann regards as especially promis- 
ing. In siez, it is as large as the Geor- 
gia Belle—and it’s fuzzies. He also 
has under observation another large, 
golden-yellow, smooth-skinned, freestone 
hybrid.

Hotbeds and coldframes differ in that 
the former are heated while the latter 
are not. Coldframes are, threfore, built 
on top of the ground while hotbeds are 
usually constructed in part at least be- 
low the level of the ground so that heat 
can be held in the soil more easily. Both 
should be constructed So as to make use 
of standard sash, “3 by 6 feet, and so 
placed that the length of the sash will 
face south. The width of the bed may 
be that of one sash or two or more. The 
construction may be temporary or per- 
manent; if temporary, boards should be 
used. Permanent beds may be built of 
brick or concrete. 

The construction of a pit for a hotbed 
will depend on the type of heat used. 
It manure is used, the pit should be ar 
least 244 feet deep, while a six-inch ex- 
cavation is sufficient for a bed to be 
heated electrically. 

Covering May Vary 

The covering for the frames may be 
glass substitute, of which there are sev- 
eral kinds on the market. Most of the 
giass substitutes have proved to be satis- 
factory. The cheaper ones, of course, 
are not as durable as the more expensive 
materials. In extremely cold weather 
the sash must have added protection, 
such as burlap, straw mats, hay, etc. 
Strawmats may be bought for any size 
hotbed, or old carpets may be used. 
Hay or straw, however, is quite satis- 
factory, though somewhat less convenient 
to handle. 

Caring for a hotbed is very exacting 
if satisfactory results are expected or to 
be obtained . If manure is used for heat, 
the preparation of the bed must be made 
with great care, so that proper heating 
will result. If electricity is used to sup- 
ply heat, soil temperature may be easily 
regulated. Air cemperature is controlled 
by the covering, ventilation, and amount 
of sunlight. On days when the sun 
plays hide-and-seek, hotbeds require al- 
most constant care in ventilating. 

Time to Water Plants 

How and when watering is done 
probably has more influence on the con- 
trol of diseases in the frame than any 
other factor. Plants in the hotbed 
should never be watered in the evening 
or on cloudy days unless absolutely 
necessary. Plants should always go in- 
to the night with dry leaves. 

To obtain the best results with grow- 
ing plants in a hotbed one must know 
the specific requirements for each plant, 
and then meet these requirements just 
as closely as possible. Information on 
the growing of early plants may be found 
in Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1743, entitled 
“Hotbeds and Coldframes,” copies of 
which may be obtained upon request 
without charge so long as the supply 
lasts by writing to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C.

Suggestions For Poultrymen 


Selection 
Breeders is Virginia

In regard to the selection and care of 
breeders, the Extension Service of the 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute sets forth 
the tollowing suggestions: 

Quite often the question arises, “Are 
we getting too many chickens in the 
country?” or, “Isn't the poultry industry 
being overdone?” 1 do not believe we 
need to worry over these questions, but 

ather over “What kind of chickens are 

being raised? Do we get sufficient egg 
production and is the mortality of our 
chicks high or low? “These are the ques- 
tions in which we should be vitally con- 
cerned, and the answer is, to a great 
extent, summed up in one word, Breed- 
ing. 

Every bird selected for the breeding 
pen should have three fundamental char 
acters. They should have stamina, alert 
ness, and intelligence; in other words, 
they should be vigorous. They should 
all have large capacity for the egg and 
tood organs. They should also possess 
the ability to transmit their desirable 
characteristics to their young. 

The male should possess a masculine 
make-up. He should by all means be 
tree of any defects and abnormalities, as 
in the case of the breeding female. 

The head is the best single character 
to use. The head in the male should 
show masculinity, health and vigor. The 
body should be more massive throughout 
the front than the rear portion. The 
reverse should be true for the hens in 
full lay. Size is also a very necessary 
point. The standard weight for the 
breed should always be considered. 

The male should be the most superior 
specimen. He should be hatched from a 
good-sized and good-colored egg and his 
tmother should have been a good layer. 

If these points are considered in se- 
lecting a breeder for the future, the egg 
yield of the entire flock will gradually 
increase; but, if the breeders are not so 
selected, the average production is very 
likely to decrease. 


The proper management of the breed- 
ing stock is of great importance in se- 
curing the largest possible number of 
good chicks from the eggs sct. The 
proper care of the male breeder is 
pecially important, since he is the sire of 
every chick from each of the females in 
the pen. The male should get plenty to 
cat at all times during the breeding 
ason. 


West Va. Specialist Outlines 
Methods For Maintaining 
Egg Production 


Every farmer who is keeping poultry 
should make an effort to have his pullets 
in full production during the winte: 
months, suggests H. M. Hyre, extension 
poultryman for the College of Agricul- 
ture, West Virginia University. Pullets 
that are to give good production during 
the tall and winter months must be 
properly housed. 


They should be housed when produc- 
tion starts, and should be kept confined 
throughout the winter months, Mr. 
Hyre advises. The house should be kept 
clean, dry, and well ventilated) When 
cold weather sets in the openings should 
be on the front side of the house only, 
so that there are no drafts through the 
house. 


Hens and pullets should never be 
housed together, warns the extension 
poultryman. If only one house is avail- 
able, it will be advisable to separate this 
house into two parts with a wire par- 
tition. The pullets and hens should not 
receive the same treatment during the 
tall months as the hens will be moulting 
at this time. 


Feed Both Mash and Grain 

For good egg production the flock 
will need to be properly fed. A good 
laying mash and grain mixture are sug- 
gested for the ration. The laying mash 
may be either 2 good commercial mixture 
or one that is made at home. For best 
results, it should contain about 20 per 
cent of protem with a greater part of 
this protein coming trom animal prod- 
ucts, such as meat scrap, fish meal, er 
milk, 


Grain alone will not give good egg 
production, as it is necessary to have 
some animal protein in the ration. Farm- 
ers who have a supply of liquid milk, 
such as buttermilk or skimmilk, should 
give the flock milk to drink, recommends 
the poultry specialist. 


Ration Supplements Suggested 

It will also be necessary for the birds 
to receive some eggshell-forming mate.

Wild ducks may feed 
among water plants, but 
that does not always mean 
they eat the plants. 

A Southern duck club 
manager, who urged) the 
Burrau of Biological ( Sur- 
vey to introduce alligator 
grass in other regions as @ 
food for ducks, was told 
this grass crowds out de- 
sirable p!ants and is almost 
worthless as waterfowl 
food. But he insisted the 
ducks at his refuge were 
feeding on alligator grass 
Six of the ducks were killed 
Their stomachs showed no 
trace of this grass. Their 
principal feed had been 
diatoms, seeds of bulrush,

PHILADELPHIA. — Fifteen hun- 
dred bankers from fifteen eastern 
states met here in January in a two 
day conference devoted to discus 
sions on legislative, managerial, op- 


held im southern and western sec: 


thorough knowledge of the changes 
in banking laws and rules. provide 
discussion of better public rélations 
so that there shali be greater co- 
operation and understanding be 
tween the banker and his customers, 
and to give opportunity for a survey 
of the problems incident to the Gov- 
ernment’s competition with our 
chartered institutions,” he said. 


To Help Government Quit Banking 
The discussions at the conference 
sbewed that the bankers are ready 
to make it easier for the Govern 
ment to relinquish many of its 
emergency financial services ss 
soon as possible by demonstrating 
bow their institutions are able to | 
render full banking facilities. 

Bankers generally have recog: 
nized that in times of emergency 
the Government had to come to the | 
Assistance of the people where 
chartered institutions were unable 
to do so on account of such condi 
tions, Mr. Fleming said. They also 
realize that possibly many functions 
which the Government {s perform 
ing are of @ nature which cannot be 
handled by chartered institutions 
under fundamental principles of | 
sound banking. 

On te other hand, he said. “we 
should survey all emergency lend 
ing measures of the Government to 
fudge which of these activities can 
be properly and soundly taken over 
by oanhs.” 

The attending bankers devoted 
time to considering the Backing 
Act of 1935 and the many related 
regulations and discretionary pow 
era under the Federal law. These 
were explained by O. Howard Wolfe 
of Philadelphia, who said ne bad 
found there are forty-eight places in 
the act where provision is made 
discretionary power to be exerc 
by government officials through 
rule or regulation. 

Bank taxation was discussed by 
Charles H. Mylander of Columbus, 
Ohio, who declared that “the aver: 
age American is ritally interested 
fm taxation of banks because sol 
vency may depend to 8 large degree 
upon the way in which the taxing 
power is exercised upon them.” 

To prove bis point he cited earn 
ings figures which showed that, tp 
the year ended June 30, 1934. “for 
the United States as a whole, na 
tional banks used $14.89 out of each 
$100 of net operating earnings, be 
fore taxes. in payment of taxes, but | 
tm seven of the twelve Federa! Re | 
werve Districts the percentage ot | 
earnings used for taxes was above 
the average. It was in practically 
these same seven districts that the 
greatest umber of bank faflures 
occurred in those hectic years trom | 
1920 to 1933." 

Asan example of how far taxation 
can go, ne quoted official figures 
showing that in 1934 a large cumber 
of small state banks paid on the 
average $24.20 of every $100 of op 
erating profits for taxes, Mr. My 
iander urged that there be “brough: | 
home to the average American the | 
self-evident truth that banks, dea! 
ing as they do only in intangible 
property. are not proper subjects 
for property taxation: that the true 
measure of 2 bank's ability to pay 
taxes is the earnings it can make.”

pered banking progress in this coun- 
try since its very inceptione™_ 

Political Influence 

He decried political considera- 
tions in connection with the charter- 
ing of banks saying: “Political fn 
fluence has no more place in bank 
ing that it has if the deliberations

In some states this 
arrangement goes even further in 
the refusal of the one authority to 
even consider a charter while pend 
ing with the other. 

Aside from the competitive and 
political aspects of our future char- 
for policy, he continued, there are 
several others more individual and 
local which merit consideration 
Among these he mentioned honesty 
‘of purpose, community need, the 
character of management and ade 
quacy of capital | 

Most state laws make reference 
t& the “character, responsibility and 
fitness” of the incorporators of a 
new bank, he said, contiouing 

“So important do I conceive this 
factor to be, that I place it first 
among those for consideration, for 
unless the motive is sound. honest 
and sincere, there ts little likelihood 
that the resultant fnstitution in its 
service to the community will refiect 
other than the spirit of its founders. 

The Lessons of the Pest 

“Too often in the past have char 
ters been granted to promoters pure | 
and simple—not always pure, and | 
by no means simple.

The experi 
ence has been costly and. it is to be | 
hoped, the lesson well learned, no’ 
only by charter-granting authorities

“I maintain that any banking insti 
tution which has continued to serve 
its community since the trying days 
of 1929 must be enjoying the respect 
and confidence of that community 
and I am sure that the very larg: 
majority of banking institutions 
which have come through this de 
Pression have never had to ‘regain’ 
public confidence,” he says.

During the ten 
years the station-to-station 
rate from New York to

Because of dry weather 
and the needs of Farmers 
who plan to take part in 
the Agricultural Conser- 
vation Program next year, 
farmers are taking special 
interest in supplies of seed 
of soil conserving crops, 
according to W. H. Daugh- 
trey, extension agronomist 
in charge of the new pro- 
gram in Virginia. 

In most areas, he points 
out, farmers are growing 
as large a quantity of 
roughage as possible to 
meet livestock needs.

drought, many farmers 
have indicated their inter- 
est in the purchase of seed 
supplies of the grasses and 
legumes for 1937 that are 
encouraged under the con- 
servation program. 

“For those reasons”, 
Mr. Daughtrey says, ‘“‘the 
seed supply for fall and 
spring plantings of adapted 
soil-conserving crops is un- 
usually important. Eatly 
reports by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics 
show that the seed crops 
of bluegrass orchard grass, 
red tay, and meadow fescue 
are about one-half as large 
as the seed crops of last 
year. Effects of the 


timothy seed. It still is 


seed crops of alfalfa, red 
claver, and lespedeza, but 
severe drought has affected 
the regions that produce 
the myj or part of the seed 
supply of these crops. 

“Where it is practicable 
for farmers to harvest the 
seeds of soi'-conserving 
they may not only supply 
their own needs but also 
help in supplying the de- 
mands of their neighbors. 
Mr. Daughtrey adds that 
county agents, state col- 
lege agronomists, and other 
qualified individuals will be 
glad to give advice on the 
seed situation in the state

‘net profits in only 11 of the 35 states 
reporting in 1934.

An analysis made of detailed rec- 
ords kept by « group of Wisconsin 
farms revealed severa! important 
lessons and the principles of sound 
business management defived from 
them apply equally well to other 
farms, says an article in the Bulle 
tin of the Agricultural Commission 
of the American Bankers Associa 
tion. The article says: 

“Investment costs, including in- 
terest, depreciation, repairs, tazes 
and insurance, are approximately 
two-thirds of sll farm costs. Fur- 
thermore, these costs are largely 
independent of the production pro 
gram of the farm. 

“This means that if farmer cuts 
his production of crops or livestock, 
he increases bis investment costs 
per unit of product produced, as & 
smaller number of un‘te must then 
carry as large an expense loed as 
before. This illustrates the tmpor- 
tance, from the standpoint of costs, 
of operating s farm at or near ca 
pacity. 

“Investment mistakes are more 
costly than many others because 
they cannot easily be corrected. If 
a farmer pays too much for his 
farm, his investment costs will be 
abnormally high as long as be owns 
it. If he constructs @ $4,000 barn, 
when a $2,000 barn would have 
served his purpose. he will have ex- 
cessive barn costs. year after year, 
during the entire service Iife of the 
structure. 

“This emphasizes the importance 
of a knowledge of investment values 
and the specific investment require 
ments of individual farms.

Of the 3,070. counties in 
the United States, 2,923 
plus the district of Colum- 
bia and four municipalities 
in Porto Riea were on the 
modified aceredited list in 
August as-practically free 
of cattle tuberculosis, re- 
ports Dr. A. E. Wight of 
the Bureau.of Animal In- 


in all but 147 counties in- 
fection existed to less than 
a half of 1 percent. 

During the last 6 months 
of 1935 and the first 6 
months of 1936 about 23,- 
000,-000 tuberculin tests 
were made on cattle.

Fires Make Huge 
Inroads on Forest 
Fish and Game 









Fires probably destroy 
more forest game and fish, 
directly and indirectly,

and animals, the nests, 
eggs, and even the young 
destroyed by fires. The 
cool waters of woodland 
streams in which so many 
game fish are found, be- 
cause too warm when the 
forest cover is destroyed. 
Trees tend to keep cool 
the stratum of air over- 
lying the water and pre- 
vent the strerm bed and 
surrounding ground from 
absorbing the heat of the 
sun during the day. Fur- 
thermore, tbe lye in wood 
ashes disolved in the 
streams destroys the aqu- 
atic life upon which fish 
feed. 

Forest fires eventually 
affect the floor of lakes 
and streams as much as 
the forest floor. There is 
less control of run-off 
water when the forest cov- 
er dissapears, so that 
water levels rise and fall 
more gapidly. Botb tend 
to destroy the aquatic 
plants and smaller animais 
on which fish depend for 
food. “‘Forests,,’ says the 
Forest Service, fnrnish 
three essentials of wildfire: 
food, breeding grounds, 
and. protection.

in 1936. With an allow- 
ance of $60, if the farmer 
did nothing more tnan seed 
10 acres of red clover, he 
would earn a soil-building 
payment amounting to 
only $15, the payment for 
seeding red clover being 
$1 50 per acre. 

If soil conserving crops 
such as crimson clover, 
vetch, or winter peas are 
seeded on idle land before 
October 1, the farmer will 
not only inerease the 
amount of the soil building 
a'lowance, but he will also 
be entitled to payment at 
therate provided on the 
acreage seed24. Seedingof 
tnese crops or tLe carrying 
out of other soil-building 
practices on other land in 
the farm, inc'uding land 
from which soil-depleting 
crops have been harvested, 
wili entitle the farmer to 
payment if the practice is 
carried out prior to Octob- 
er 31.

and continual replacements 
are to be reduced to a prac- 
tical minimum, it is essen- 
tial to inspect the treated 
poles closely and to elimi- 
nate the poorly treated 
ones before they are erect- 
ed. 

Lines inspected were 
selected largely on geogra- 
phical location without 
prior knowledge of the con- 
dition of the poles, so that 
as wide a distribution of 
varying conditions as prac- 
tical could be obtained. 
Lines inspected were locat- 
ed in Florida; in the Pied- 
mont section of North and 
South Carolina; in the Ap- 
palachian foothills and 
mountains of Virginia, Ten- 
nessee and North Carolina;

POSTS AID INJURED =: 


1,000 Functton At Key Points 
To Give Emergency Care 
To Traffic Hurt 


Highway first aid stations, set up 
by'the Red Cross to give emergency 
care to victims of traffic accidents, 
are saving lives, according to James 
L. Fieser, vice-chairman in charge 
of domestic operations. 

“More than 1,000 of our emergen- 
cy posts are already operating in 
47 states and thousands of others 
will soom be established at key 
points along America's highways,” 
Mr, Fieser stated. 

‘The Red Cross highway posts are 
concentrated at danger spots in 
rural areas where medical aid is not 
readily available. The importance 
‘of this coverage of the open road, 
the Red Cross holds, js given sharp- 
er emphasis by the fact that there 
bas been a 150 per cent increase tn 
rural traffic fatalities during the 
past twelve years. 

The project was initiated last 
year on a national scale as a prac 
tical approach to the highway acci- 
dent problem. The Red Cross felt 
that it could best apply its strength 
by succoring those who continue to 
be injured pending s reduction in 
the highway accident rate through 
legislation and safety education. 

“Our program brings first aid 
skill to the scene of accident in an 
effort to reduce the number of per- 
sons killed and maimed in auto- 
mobile mishaps,” Mr. Fieser said. 


; “Our highway first alders are not 


medical men in any sense, but it is 
their job to turn the injured over 
to the medical profession in the 
Dest shape possible.” 

‘The Red Cross highway posts are 
established at gasoline service sta- 
tions, tourist homes, rural police 
and fire departments. The persoz- 
nel of the posts are trained by the 
Red Cross in first aid, standard first 
aid equipment is installed at each 
station, and identifying signs for 
the bétie&t of motorists are erected 
beside the highway at both ap 
proaches to the station. 

‘The attendants of these roadside 
units who quality as first alders 
volunteer their services through 
the Red Cross and may under no 
efrcumstances accept pay for caring 
for the injured. 

To complement the highway frst 
aid stations, the Red Cross has an

RED CROSS AID TO 
MORE THAN 500,000 
DISASTER VICTIMS 


Large Urban Areas Devastated 
As Elements Hit 20 States 
= East of Mississippi 





“The number of disaster victims 
assisted by the Red Cross during 
the fiscal year ended June 30 was 
more than four times the number 
aided in the previous twelve 
munth period.” Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, chairman, sai@ in com- 
menting on highlight: o. the an 
nual report just issued. “Over 
13.,000 families were given food, 
clothing, shelter and medical care, 
and thousands of homes were re 
built or repaired by the Red Cross 
to enable them to carry on.” 

Pointing to the many-sided prob- 
lems created by the wide variety 
of types of disasters which oc 
curred during the year, Admiral 
Grayson said, “The Red Cross sent 
hundreds of trained workers into 
39 states to meet the many ext 
gencies of catastrophes which in- 
eivded earthquake, epidemic, ex 
plosion, fire. hurricane, ice lock, 
landslide, refugee relief, shipwreck, 
tornado and typhoon. The Red 
Cross took charge at the scenes of 
105 domestic disasters of major se 
verity.” 

The report emphasized the 
marked ralue of Government-Rei 
Cross cooperation when disaster 
strikes, giving as example the Sight 
of Army bombing planes which 
dropped Red Cross food to ma 
rooned refugees at Renovo, Penn- 
sylvania, during the Spring floods. 
More than 10,000 persons were res- 
ened from the second floors of 
homes in Wilkes-Barre and King- 
ston through Coast Guard-Red 
Cross cooperation at the height of 
these same Goods. 

“Government agencies and re 
lef groups were of invaluable as 
sistance to Red Cross relief forces 
at all times,” Admiral Grayson 
stated. 

The complete resources of Red 
Cross leadership, training and dis 
aster experience were brought into 
play by the Spring floods and torna- 
does which took so beavy a toll of 
life and property in eastern and 
soutbern ststes this year. the ep 
nual report reveals. The Red Cross 
aided 77,000 families in 14 flooded 
states east of the Mississippi and 
6,000 families in 6 tornado hit 
states south of the Mason-Dizom 
line In this one operation. 

“Never before bave as many met 
ropolitan centers borne the brunt 
of attack by wind and water within 
a single year, challenging Red 
Cross preparedness and efficiency 
by ao wide a variety of pressing 
human problems.” Chairman Gray 
son said. 

tm its work of relief to disaster 
sufferers the Red Cross expended 
im excess of $5.200,000 for the year. 
The report points out that this fig- 
ure does not include assistance 
given in 27 lesser disasters with 2 
total of 2,000 persons sided, and 
adés that additional millions will 
be used to “clean up” Spring flooés 
and tornadoes. 

“Numerous local disaster situa 
tions occurring during the year 
were met by Red Cross chapter 
funds end manpower,” Admiral 
Grayson said. “In each major relief 
creration undertaker the great 
army of Red Cross rolunteers aided 
trained workers with the task of re 
habilitating those without re 
sources who bad suffered losses. 

“The Red Cross disaster relief 
service {s one of many Red Cross 
activities supported by the Ameri 
ca: people through membership at 
th. time o: Roll Call, held each year 
from Armistice Day to Thankagiv 
ing” 


Red Cross Nurses Combat 
Disease on Wide Front 


At the close of the fiscal year 
endes June 30, there were 673 Red 
Cross ourses bettering health cov 
Citions and caring for, the sick ip 
604 communities. These Red Cross 
public health nurses cared for 8 
total of 233,616 persons during the 
year and made more thas a million 
visits on their bebalf 

The annual report of the Amert 
can Red Cross states further that 
these nurses cooperated with doc 
tors in examining 671.057 schoo! 
and pre-school children. with 342 
361 pbysical defects tound and cara 
tive treatment arranged in 209,080 
cases. 

In 979 Red Cross chapters 1,783 
graduate curses taught Red Cross 
bome hygiene and care of the sick, 
Issuing certificates to 63,126 per 
sons completing the courses. in 
addition, 1,777 Red Cross reserve 
nurses were called upon during the 
year for disaster ané epidemic con 
trol work. 





Membership in the American Red 
Cross last year showed an increase 
of 299,695. A total of 4,137,636 men 
and women enrolled, their dollars 
enabling the expanding Red Cross 
program of service to be carried 
forward at full strength. An ip 
creased membership ‘s sought this 
year-at Roll Call time, November 
11 to 26, to meet the increasing de 
mands upon the organization dur 
ing 2927.

Killing and Cutting 


Pork On the Farm 


Quality in home cured 
pork products is dependent 
upon the type, weight and 
condition of hogs at the 
time of killing and then 
upon the methods cf kill- 
ing, cutting and curing 
used. Well finished but 
not excessively fat hogs 
weighing around 225 to 
250 pounds, at seven to 
ten months of age produce 
an excellent quality of 
meat ‘and cuts one con- 
venient size. Heavier and 
fatter hogs can, however, 
be used to advantage on 
some farms. 

At the time of slaughter 
hogs should be in healthy 
condition and gaining rap- 
dly in weight. Prior to 
killing they should be kept 
off feed from eighteen to 
twenty-four hours but pro- 
vided with plenty of water. 
Excitement before killing 
should be avoided. 

Sticking is considered 
the best method of killing 
as it insures thorough bleed- 
ing. In sticking, care 
should be taken to avoid 
running the knife into the 
shoulder. At the time of 
scalding, the water should 
have a temperature of a- 
bout 150 degress F. A 
slightly lower ‘timperature 
is satisfactory if it can be 
maintained. Having the 
water much above 150 de- 
grees F., has a tendency to 
set the hair. Thorongh

Cotton Drier Wins . 
‘Favor of Growers 
and Ginners 





Cotton from gins equip 
ped with the new hot-air 
blast drier deve'oped in 
1980 by engineers of the 
United States Department 
of Agriculture is bringing 
premiums consistently. As 
a result manufacturers of 
the equipment have been 
unable to keep up with the 
demand this year. Reports 
from the Delta region of 
the Cotton Belt and other 
humid sections of the belt 
indicate that gins without 
the new equipment are 
losing customers to the 
drying gins. According to 
estimates there are now 
about 400 of the new-type 
driersintheSouth. Twen- 
ty-five were installed in 
Louisiana alone this sum- 
mer and observers estimate 
that even more will be put) 
in next Season. The most 
important gain resulting) 
from drying the seed cotton| 
js in the improvement in 
grade which adds an esti- 
mated $2 to $7 a bale. In 
addition, the ginning pro- 
cess is speeded up and 
picking can be continued) 
even in damp weather. 

Satisfaction with the new 
equipment has been ex- 
pressed by many growers 
and ginners. Farmers in 
one locality told a ginner 
that if he did not putin a 
dryer he might just as wel 
“built a fence around his 
gin.” Reports are that 
many gins without dryers 
closed down early in the 

“season. One ginner tersely 
expressed the advantage of 
the dryer when he said’ 
“now every day is a sunny 
day in this business.” He 
also said, ‘Most of our 
troubles are over because 
the drying cuts down 
chokage of the gin, the 
machinery runs better, few- 
er employees are injured, 
and there is less danger of 
fire.”
